The pirst Poltglot Bible ; comprising also the first printed 
Greek New Testament. Most copies still existing (only about 600 
were printed) have now been bought for public libraries. The printing 
occupied more than fifteen years, having been commenced in 1502, and 
cost the Cardinal 50,000 ducats. But although the printing was 
finished in 1517 no part of the book had been published then, owing, 
nodonbt, to the opposition of Leo X. The death of Cardinal Ximenes, 

November 8th, 1517, may also have caused a delay in the publication. 

It was not until 22 March, 1520, that the sanction of the Pope was 
given (it is printed at the beginning of Vol. I), but even so it is 
supposed that the Bible was not really published until after his death 
in 1522.

Walton’s Polyglot comprises Hebrew, Samaritan, Chaldee, Greek, 

Syriac, Arabic, Ethiopic, and Persian, with Latin Vulgate and other 
versions. 

Born in 1629, Sir Robert Clayton, who began life without educa¬ 
tion, had achieved at his death in 1707 a position of wealth and 
honour, which led to the foundation in his successor’s person of a 
baronetcy that still flourishes. He was accused in his own time of 
usury and extortion, and of having resorted to unscrupulous measures 
in opposition to the Tory party, for which he narrowly esoaped the 
block. 

Dryden mentioned him thus, in Absalom and Achitopel :— 

“ Blest times, when Ishban, he whose occupation 
So long has been to cheat, reforms the nation ! ”

The first Polyglot in which each language is printed from type 
proper to that language. It was also, apparently, the second book 
containing Arabic type. It was produced by Agostino Giustiniano, 
bishop of Nebbio in Corsica, who was a celebrated scholar, especially 
learned in oriental languages. During a residence of five years in 
Paris, where at the invitation of Francis I he filled the chair of 
Hebrew in the university, he visited the Low Countries and England, 
receiving attention from Henry VIII and becoming intimate with 
Erasmus and More. His polyglot psalter, though ill-received at the 
time, is “ a great monument of his learning, perseverance, and devo¬ 
tion.” He had originally intended to print the entire Bible in the 
five languages, but lack of support caused him to abandon his purpose. 

The book is also remarkable as containing a highly important 
biographical notice of Columbus, the earliest printed up to that time 
(ten years after the navigator’s death).

FiK8T edition of the Anglo-Saxon Scriptures, published at the 
expense of ArohbiBhop Matthew Parker. The Anglo-Saxon and 
English texts are given in parallel columns, edited by John Foxe, the 
martyrologist, who dedicated the work to Qneen Elizabeth. 

John Day cut the types for this book, and therefore deserves to 
rank with the great inventors of the preceding century. It was the 
first time that Anglo-Saxon characters appeared in print. 

This important volume is wrongly described by Lowndes as 
dedicated to Archbishop Parker instead of Queen Elizabeth. In the 
XVlIth century the rarity of copies was so great, that a former owner 
of Earl Spencer’s copy, in a MS. note, records “ I wot twenty yearet 
looking for to buy one of these booties

This was the first printed Greek Testament. The sanction of Pope 
Leo X was however not obtained until March, 1520, so that it was 
forestalled in publication by Erasmus’ edition, which appeared at 
Basel in 1516.

4 b begins the text, which for the first few verses perused is the 
same as given in the Vulgate. The main text continues down the 
centre in the fine twelfth century hand, commencing with a large 
golden initial Qvoniam etc., and the gloss down each side in a small 
clear upright Roman band. This commentary is full of subject for 
thought. It explains the meanings of words and especially of proper 
names; and treats the subject clearly and. comprehensively. The 
author is conversant with the Fathers, both Eastern and Western. 

Doubtless the copyist who wrote this text and comment was a “ learned 
Benedictine ” and that it was written for one of the beads of his 
Order, or for the use of some person of both high rank and more than 
ordinary culture. 

On the first leaf an inscription: “ Ex Libris Monasterij B. 

Marie de Lyra ordinis S u Benedicti,” shows that the MS. emanated 
from or once belonged to this abbey. Lira (not Lyra) is in the diocese 
of Evrenx in Normandy, and the abbey was founded about 1040-50 by 
Count William Seneschal of Normandy and Adeline bis wife. Another 
account says it was founded by William son of Osberne, a relation of 
William II Duke of Normandy and Alex, his wife, and among its 
benefactors were the Kings of France and England.

This extremely valuable Manuscript was reprinted, under the 
editorship of the late Dean Henderson, in vol. LIX of the Snrtees 
Society’s Publications, where it is given as the earliest known York 
Missal. 

The following is extracted from a collation of the above MS. in 
the preface of the reprint: “ Foil. 1-52. Part of a Missal of the 12th 
Centnry, containing the Calendar, and followed by the Collects,

Sinoe 
that time it has been in the house of a Family in its neighbourhood, 
from whom I purchased it.”

In the Calendar Oct. 25 the Translation of S. John of Beverley 
has been added in a 16th oent. hand, and on the obverse of leaf 7 is 
added the office in comemoracoe Oci Johis de Bevelac , which may perhaps 
be the foundation of the traditional connection of the volume with 
Beverley. In the Introduction to his edition of this work (Surtees 
Soo., vol. 59) Dr. Henderson points out the important differences 
between the Calendar in this MS. and the later York Calendars. 

This, the earliest and most important MS. op the York Missal, 
is the only one that can ever occur for sale. The other MS. copies 
that are known are locked up at York, Cambridge, Oxford, and Stony- 
hnrst, there being none either at London or at Manchester.

The benedictional, a book whioh contains “ the episcopal bene¬ 
dictions which were given during the canon of the mass, is among the 
rarest of liturgical books—one of so early a date is very seldom met 
with. Examination shows that the above is a monastic Benedictional 
written for use in a house of the Benedictine order, and the names of 
saints invoked in the two litanies determine conclusively the local 
origin of the MS. to be a place in the vicinity of Cambrai and Touraai. 

Among them may be mentioned SS. Audomar, Bertin, Mauras, 

Aicardus, Aldegundis, Riotrudis, Hiremeus, Nicasius, Gaugerions, 

Autbert, Amandas, Amatus, Maxelendis, Hunegundis, Ragenfledis, 

Ensebia, and Amalberga. An inscription on the obverse of the first 
leaf, “ An priore d’Aymerie,” moreover fixes the provenanoe more 
exaotly.

5a, beginning of the Psalter) the 
initial B of the “ Beatus Vir ” with sitting figure of David in each of 
the bows; 2. (fol. 45) a representation of the Archangel Michael 
lighting with the Dragon, within a large initial Q; 3. (fol. 84) a full- 
length figure of Christ blessing, within a large initial D. In some 
parts the thick burnished gold and silver of the miniatures has slightly 
flaked, but otherwise the manuscript is in excellent preservation. 

The manuscript once belonged to the ancient and famous Monastery 
of Buxheim (or Buchshaim) near Memmingen in Suabia. On the first 
page is an inscription “ P.P. Carthusianoru in Buxheim ” and on the 
reverse : P‘tinet libellus ille ad buchshaim, usui fr[atr]is Corade ri'et 
essal d nyffen p°fessi e? dom9 deputatus . st> aho dhi 1446. “ The book 
belongs to Buxheim for the use of Brother Conrad Rietesal of Nyffen, 
professed (brother) of that house and entrusted to him in the year of 
the Lord 1446.” A further entry on Nov. 25 states that he was 
inducted on that day. 

The Calendar commences with the month of May. To each month 
is a circular picture rather symbolic than realistic, illustrating outdoor 
occupations. 

September is called the First Hurvest Month, with the picture of 
one gathering grapes with a sickle, and another treading out the 
juice in a small vat or tub. October is the second harvest month— 
here the man seems to be sowing seed—not gathering anything. 
November—“ the third harvest month ” has a man threshing, and 
December a man killing a pig with an axe. 

On the first leaf of the Psalter is the date 1455 and, apparently 
in the handwriting of Brother Conrad, the verses 

Tertinquagenos danit canit ordine psalmos 
Bis mille sexcentos sex canit ille versus. 


The Psalms of David end on fol. 118 v. On fol. 118 v. begin the 
Canticles, with the Lord’s Prayer, Creeds, etc. Those end on fol. 130, 
and are followod by the Litany occupying two leaves—unfinished— 
a few leaves being here cut out. At the end are two old leaves of 
another kind used in the binding, one from a Missal, the other, with 
one also at the beginning, from a Treatise on the Canon Law. 

Throughout the volume tho Chants for the Psalms, and the 
beginnings of the different Antiphons, have been added by a later 
hund than the original scribe, quite possibly by Bro. Conrad.

A very beautifully written book of the finest period of English art. 

The calendar, of which one leaf is missing, is a fall Sarum one, with 
the following unusual entries: March 3. Wynwaloc; May 3. Alex¬ 
ander; July 22. Wandragesil, July 25. Christopher and Cucufatus; 

Nov. 2 Enstachins. The lists in the Litany are very fnll and include 
among the Martyrs , Nichasius cum hoc., Eustachus cum soc., Mauricius 
cum soc., Vincentius, Quintinus, Gervasius, Prothesius, Leodegar, 

Albauus, Lambertus, Thomas, Benignus, Saturninus, and Antoninus. 

Confessors , Thaurinus, Jeronimus, Germanus, Remigius, Nicholas, Cutb- 
bertuB, Audoen, Romanes, Paternus, Julianus, Samson, Macutus, 

Melanius, Mauritius, Albinus, Benedictus, Maurus, Philibert, Wandra¬ 
gesil, Ausbertus, Maximin, Antonius, Columbanus, Pancras, Maiolus.

From the saints above mentioned one might justly imagine the 
MS. to have been written in the neighbourhood of Rouen or Amiens. 

The MS. is, however, so thoroughly English in character that such 
a theory is untenable. The solution is to be found in Dugdale's 
Monasticon, Vol. VI, p. 1051:—“ Alikn Priori of Wirham or Wkar- 
■am in Norfolk. ... In this parish was a Benedictine Priory as 
ancient as the time of King Richard 1 or King John, founded by the 
Earls of Clare, subordinate to the Abbat and Convent of Mounstroll or 
Musterell (t.e., Montreuil-sur-Mer) in the Diocese of Amiens who sold 
it a.d. 1321 to one Hugh Scarlet of Lincoln. ... It was dedicated to 
S. Winwalve or S. Guenolo (».«., Winwaloc) whose body was enshrined 
in that foreign Abbey.” . . . 

It is with this Wearham Priory that this volume may be confi¬ 
dently associated; and this would account for the large number of 
Rouen and Amiens saints being introduced into an English book. 

At the end oLlihe^yolumd are 2 leaves of commemoratiooaof SS. -p 
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Anthony, Adrian and Sebastian, written in a very neat Italian hand. 

In addition to a leaf in the calendar, several other leaves are missing 
at various places.

An interesting English manuscript, which may have belonged to 
Nicholas Wadham, fonuder of Wadham College, Oxford. A pedigree 
written in the eighteenth century on the flyleaves traces the desceut of 
the Latton family, whose arms are on the sides of the binding, from 
Nicholas Wadham’s father to William Baynton of Chadliugton and of 
Gray’s Inn, “ present owner of this MS.” 

The entries of many of the saints’ names in the Calendar and 
Litany fully attest the Eastern English provenance of the book. The 
moet noteworthy is that of S. Neot (Jnly 31) in red, whose name also 
occurs in the Litany. The Passion of S. William of Norwich (March 
25) is another unusual festival. The English saints invoked in the 
Litany are Alban, Oswald, Edmund, Aelphege, William, Martyrs ; 

Dunstan. Cuthbert, Edmund, Neoth, Confessors; Ethel red a, Mildred, 

Osida (Osyth), Virgins. 

There is little donht that this MS. is of Norwich origin. In the 
calendar Sept. 18, Feast of Sarum Relics, and also Sept. 2*, Dedication 
of Norwich Cathedral, are erased. The latter erasure, taken in con¬ 
junction with the oommemoration of S. William of Norwich, are 
sufficient grounds for claiming Norwich as its place of origin.

The same hand has also added several 
entries in the Calendar, among which are S. John of Beverley, 

S. Botelpb, and tie translation of S. Edward the Kingfand Martyr 
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(Jane 20). The English saints invoked in the Litany are SS.

Both MSS. were executed in the same atelier as the Owen Jones 
Psalter illustrated in Humphrey's Illuminated Books When this last 
MS. was in the possession of the late Bernard Quaritch, Mr. Kerney 
suggested that it had been executed at Salisbury, assumiug this from 
the fact of it having been written for a West Country (Dorset or 
Wiltshire) family. The present MS. shews a similar sourco, Wiltshire, 
while the Beauchamps were to a contain extent connected with the 
same county. It may therefore be safely assumed that this type of 
ornamentation is representative of a Salisbury school. 

In the calendar on Sept. 18 is the obit: Obitus due vuirgarete 
Stoioretn de stotcre. This refers either to Margaret, wife of John tirst 
Baron Stourton of Stour (+ 1462), or the wife of his son William 2nd 
Baron, who was also named Margaret. The present representative of 
the family is Lord Mowbray, Segrave and Stourton. At some later 
period it came into the library of the Sutherland family, and was 
rebound about 1830 by the 1st Duke, who placed his arms on the sides.

The Calendar is unusually full and contains several interesting 
entries. Jn it April 25 is noted as the date on which was laid the 
foundation of the new Church of Sarum in 1300. The event occurred 
in 1220, but there seems to be some doubt as to the exact day, some 
chroniclers giving April 28, some April 29, and others April 25. 

The Calendar contains the following obits: Jan. 7, Johannis 
Aspilon 1445 (which has been obliterated); Sept. 10, Robert Gille 
1448, and Oct. 20, Johannis Sturdy 1452. 

There was one John Asplyon appointed Rector to S. Mary 
Abchurch, London, June 12, 1429, by Henry VI; he may be identical 
with the Aspilon mentioned above. 

The Gille or Gylle family originally came from Cambridgeshire, 
but towards the end of the 15th century settled in Hertfordshire with 
which county they have since been chiefly associated. Various 
pedigrees of the family have been published, but they do not go 
further back than about 1470. Of the Sturdy family no details are 
available. 

From the above sequence of obits it may be inferred that the 
book belonged to some church or convent of which the three men 
commemorated were the respective heads.

The book has been mended skilfully at the joints, rims, and 
corners, but is still a splendid example of Marie de Medicis, and of the 
binder, whoever he was, to whom the so-called Eve work ought to be 
attributed. We may set it down to some date between 16U0 and 1610.

This interesting relic of George Podrebad the Utraqnist King of 
Bohemia (1458-71) was presented to him by his 2nd wife Johanna 
von Rozmital, as attested by an inscription on the verso of the first 
leaf which the late Prof. W. R. Morfill has translated as follows: 

“ When this was written and declared it was in the year of the 
Birth of Christ one thousand four hundred and sixty-five. These 
books (sic) were given to George the First who was King in Bohemia 
and were sent to His Highness by another person of royal rank in 
Bohemia, viz., Johanna. It was she who set them in order* and gave 
them to him on Christmas Eve. She did not ask from His Highness for 
that gift either silver or gold, but that he would kindly keep them in 
his memory among his prayers which he should make so that here he 
should be in health and happiness and moreover lead his subjects that 
they should honour and praise God and afterwards attain to God.” 

Added by a later hand: “ This Johanna member of the royal 
family, was connected with the families of Rozmital and Blatno.” 

On the last leaf is another inscription : “ Ego Stephanos Apor . . . 
dedi hunc libru illustrissimo Comiti D. . . . Gutenstan filio meo 
perdilectissimo pro eterna memoria A. 1690 in mea domo A1 
Torjaiensi die 20 febr. Step. Apor.” 


• This probably means ‘ translated as it is known that Podrebad was quits 
ignorant of any language but his own, and bis wife probably had the Latin service 
book translated specially for his benefit. I can trace no other MS. of this nature 
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The arms on the first page are:— 

1. Moravia, az., an eagle displayed, chequy gules and argent, 
crowned or. 

2. Bohemia Kingdom, gules, a lion rampant, tail forked arg. 

3. Silesia, or, an eagle displayed sable, on breast a crescent arg. 

4. Barry of azure and arg., a griffin segreant gules, crowned or.

As a whole the entries point to Lincoln for Ely) as the diocese of' 
origin. Prominence is given to Nov. 25, S. Katherine, by being written 
in gold althongh not a duplex feast; she is the only female saint so 
honoured. 

After the Calendar follow fourteen full-page miniatures as follows: 

Fol. 7. A full-length figure of Christ risen from the tomb, with 
a long pastoral cross. In the right and left margins are heads of 
an emperor, a bishop, a king, a lady, a monk, a lady abbess on the 
left, and on the right five couples, as if ancestors of the first owner of 
the book. These heads are set in square frames of the XIV cent, type, 
a with gold traceried backgrounds, and those on the right are behind a 
castellated foreground. The Figure of Christ is under a decorated 
English Gothio canopy with lozengy background of gold, red and blue 
with traceries. Fol. 7 v. The Annunciation, which is taking place in 
front of a Romanesque Church. Background in two halves, one pick 
(lozengy), the other dark blue sem6 with golden fleurs-de-lys. A very 
graceful design. Fol. 8. The Angel appearing to the shepherds. One of 
the latter carries a pair of bagpipes. The angel points to a large star 
with wavy rays. Background gold lozengy desig •• drawn with pointed 
burnisher. Fol. 8 t>. TheThree Kings onhorseback, all pointing upwards. 
The background is a triplet of pointed golden gables of crocketted 
Gothic on counterchanged grounds of crimson, blue and scarlet. The 
lower half of the background is of burnished gold. Fol. 9. The 
Crucifixion, with Mary and John beneath a Gothic canopy with back¬ 
ground counterchanged of crimson and blue. The faces are blurred. 
Fol. 9 v. A Head of Christ in ornamental frame with circular blue and 
soarlet nimbus—a good sample of the portraiture of the early XIV 
century. Surrounding the frame are the symbols of the Evangelists : 
1. Eagle (John) ; 2. Angel'(Matthew) ; 3. Lion (Mark) ; 4. Winged Ox 
(Luke). The upper part of the picture consists of branches of an oak 
tree among which perch various kinds of birds—symbolic of different 
characters of men. The background is of burnished gold. . Fol. 10. 
The Death of the Virgin. Scene : The bedside surrounded by the 11 
disciples. A church-roof forms the upper part of the picture ; above 
this, out of the clouds leans forward the Almighty with the infant 
Christ in his arm—beckoning to the Virgin. Fol. 10 v. An allegorical 
picture of a tree, in the branches of which are seated various personages 
representing Virtues and Vices, beside whom are labels carrying in¬ 
scriptions in old French. At the foot of the tree are two leasts, which 
may be intended for a lion and a unicorn. Fol. 11. S. Anne and the 
Virgin seated beneath a Gothic canopy with draped curtains of blue 
and gold. The roof of a church appears in the upper part of the 
picture, which is unfortunately somewhat blurred. Fol. 12. SS. 
Etheldreda and Marie Magdalen. Two well-drawn and graceful 
figures under Gothic canopies, the former with a background of 
blue semee of fleurs-de-lys in gold, the latter with background of gold 
with traced ornamentation. Fol. 13. Similar pictures of S. John the 
Baptist and S. John the Evangelist. On the verso of this leaf is a memoria 
of S. Thomas of Lancaster. Fol. 14. SS. Peter and Paul similar to 
the two previous. On the verso of this leaf is a memoria of S. Thomas 
of Canterbury. Fol. 15. Martyrdom of S. Thomas of Canterbury. 
Sir Reginald Fitz Urse, in armour with his arms emblazoned on bus 
surcoat, strikes S. Thomas (who is kneeling at an altar) with his sword. 
The altar drapery is striped red, blue, and white. On the verso is the 
indulgence of Pope Innocent to those who repeat the prayer and psalm 
(Deus misereatur ) which follows on the verso of fol. 16. Fol. 16. This, 
the .most finished and the best preserved miniature !^ the volume, 
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represents the Elevation of the Host. Behind the celebrant kneels an 
acolyte who supports the priest’s chasnble in bis right hand and a high 
green taper in bis left. In the foreground are the kneeling figures of 
a knight and two ladies, which are evidently portraits of the original 
owner, his wife and another lady. The upper part of the picture has 
two Gothic arches in burnished gold, with a column supporting them 
which divides the page. The background is diapered with a pattern of 
a golden fleur-de-lys on blue alternated with a golden lion on carmine 
in one half and a conventional design on carmine in the other half. 

The Horse proper commence on fol. 17. The initial D. contains a 
miniature (3 ins. x 3|) of the Virgin bearing on her arm the infant 
Christ, who holds an orb. The page is surrounded by a border which 
is of an East Anglian character very similar to the B. M. MS. 

Egerton 2781. In the border at the foot of the page are the Arms of 
the family of Botteler of Wemme Salop : gules, a Jess compony arg 
table, between six crosses patees fichees, or. The Hours are continued so 
far as fol. 78 with small initials and lateral borders on nearly every page 
and large historiated initials at the commencement of Lauds and on 
f. 29 t\, /. 42 Concede nos, /. 42 v. Deus qui corda,/. 43 Omnipotens 
sempiterne (one initial has been excised on this leaf),/. 44 S. Laurence, 

/. 44 v. S. John Baptist, /. 45 S. Nicholas, /. 45 v. S. Margaret, /. 46 
8. Katherine, /. 47'Omnes Sancti, /. 48 Christ as Peace,/. 4& > **. Head 
of Christ,/. 49 Prime (the Betrayal a fine initial), /. 52 Tierce, Christ 
before Pilate, besides several others which have been damaged. Folios 
78 v. to 81 v. contain a prayer to the Virgin in French. Folios 82 to 
109 contain the Penitential Psalms, the Litany and Kyrie and the 
Gradual Psalms, and the last loaf contains three additional prayers in 
Latin and French. Single leaves are missing at folios 57, 61, 67, 72, 

93 and 100, and two leaves are missing at folios 48 and 97, and the 
whole of the latter half of the volume, happily the less important, is 
much defaced by water. 

From the unusual prominence given in the Calendar to S. 

Katherine, it may be inferred it was written for a lady of that name, 
and although it was executed for a member of the Salopian family 
the Bottelers of Wemme, it was written in the East of England, in the 
diocese of Linooln or Ely. Bearing these points in mind, the original 
ownership of the volume may safely be associated with Katherine 
Botteler, wife of Ralph third and youngest son of Ralph le Boteler 
or Pulrebach and Hawise his wife. Katherine was the daughter and 
sole heir of Sir Philip Peletoyt, and was possessed of the Manor of 
Watton Woodhall in Hertfordshire. The marriage took place early in 
the reign of Edw. III., and was the foundation of a distinguished 
branch of the Boteler family. The manor house at Watton was 
destroyed by fire on October 12, 1771, and it is probable that the 
present damaged state of the volume is due to that occurrence. It 
may be mentioned that although situated in Hertfordshire, Watton is 
in the diocese of Lincoln. 

The manuscript has been collated with an early Sarum Horae, and 
the only liturgical difference noted is the last versus and response at 
Vespers, which, instead of the usual ‘ Domine exaudi ’ is * Ostende 
nobis Domine ’. The memoria of S. Thomas of Lancaster is very 
rarely found and recalls an interesting chapter in English history. 

He was executed in 1322.

This interesting English Book of Honrs is made up of two distinct 
portions written at an interval of half a century or so; the earlier 
consisting of the Calendar 13 leaves, and the Office of the Dead 45 
leaves, the remainder of the Offices being in a later hand. 

The Calendar is essentially English, and oontains the following 
unusual entries: Jan. 14. Fidis translatio. 19. Wnlfstan; Feb. 12. 

Trans. Fredeswide; May 20. Ethelbert; June 7. Wulfstani trans., 

16 Cyriacus et Julitta, 20. Trans. Edwardi Reg; Oot. 19. Frideswide; 

Nov. 17. Anianus; Dec. 7. Octave S. Andree; which oertainly point 
to the Midland Counties as its place of origin. The prominence given 
to Frideswide (two feasts) point to Oxford (the original dedication of 
Christ Church, Oxford, was to S. Frideswide), but equal prominenoe 
is given to 8. Wnlfstan, Bishop of Worcester, which would point to 
Worcester. SS. Faith and Andrew are also mentioned twice. 

The Calendar is written in blue, red and gold, according to the 
importance of the festivals, with the initials in burnished gold, and 
marginal borders with plain ivy and vine leaf terminals. 

The Office of the Dead, which was written at the same time as the 
Calendar (about 1350*60), is similarly illuminated, and in addition 
has a fine miniature at the beginning of the Office. The miniature to 
this Office usually represents a funeral service, but in the present case 
it appears rather to pourtray the induction of a probationer or novice. 

A celebrant and two priests in Cistercian habits are chanting from a 
book on a lectern, faced by three women, and a fourth in violet robes, 
hooded, with the altar (or rood screen ?) as a background. The whole 
is a very forcible miniature in which gold, red and blue preponderate. 

Several passages have been carefully scraped out, e.g., versus Clamantes 
et dicentes advenisti redemptor, ps., De profundis clamavi, and others 
substituted probably because the original was not in accordance with 
the nse to which it was eventually adapted. 

The remainder of the MS. was written and illuminated in England 
quite early in the fifteenth century. It is in a heavy Gothic writing 
with many small illuminated and pen letters. The first pages of 
the Offices are beautifully illuminated with large initial letters and 
broad borders, in fonr cases extending all round the page, in eight 
cases extending to three sides only. It is in the pnre English style of 
that date, which is so well represented in the Owen Jones' Psalter at 
South Kensington. 

This volume is a curious example of the way in whioh older MSS. 
were adapted for later use. It is quite possible that the older portion 
was originally of some local English use; it does not conform exactly 

with either the Saram or Roman use.

This interesting Book of Honrs of Sarnm use was written in or 
for nse in the diocese of Norwich as in the Calendar, under date 
September 24, is the entry in red “ Dedicacio eccZeste norwyc,” the 
feast of the dedication of Norwich Cathedral. Noteworthy entries of 
saints’ names in red in the Calendar are SS. Adelm, Edith, Wnlfran, 

David, Cnthbert, Dnnstan, Oswald, and the translations of SS. Edmond 
the Martyr (Apr. 29), Swithin (Jnly 15), Cnthbert (Sept. 4), 

Edmund the Aren bp. (June 9). In black are S. Thomas de Cantelupe, 

Bp. of Hereford (his name very seldom occurs in MSS.) and S. Botolph. 

Invoked in the Litany are: Alban, Oswald, Lambert, Edmund, and 
Edward, Martyrs; Dnnstan, Wilfrid, Edmund, and Edward, Confessors; 
and Ethelreda and Radegnndis, Virgins. The first leaf of the 
Calendar and a few others are missing. There are indulgences in 
English; and at the beginning are three leaves with prayers in French 
written in the fifteenh century in a different hand from the rest of the 
volume.

This is an interesting manuscript, of pure English provenance. 

The Calendar iB Sarum, with the following somewhat unnsual 
entries:—Jan 31. Jacinth; March 14. Senaldi Ep. (? Sennan of 
Enniscarthy), Ap. 11. Guthlac, May 16. Brandan, Dec. 17. Lazarus, 
but the Litany does not help one to specify any particular place of 
origin. 

It is quite probable that the book is of Scottish origin as SS. 

Sennan and Gnthlao were revered in the West of Scotland as well as 
in Ireland and Cornwall. It was moreover in Cumberland in the 16th 
century as shewn below. 

On the recto pf^be first fly(eaf is an entry recording the birth of m 
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Maris Paynell on the 5th December 1559, followed by a recipe for 
making ink. On the reverse is “ A true note of the mariage of Geffrey 
Milborne Scholem r of Brornpton the sonne of John Milbome of Farlnm 
Chnrch and also of the birthe & nativitie of the children of the saide 
Geffrey.” Then follows a page and a half of genealogical memoranda, 
shewing that he married one Agnes at Hermenthwate church 7 Nov. 

1575 and had several children. It was probably his descendant 
William Henry Milbourne, Esq., who owned Armathwaite Castle at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century. 

Later signatures are Christopher Balman (late 17th cent), and 
H. A. Grey of Hurworth on Tees, at whose sale it was sold in 1883. 

The volume therefore seems to have remained in the northern counties 
for several centuries.

The above 
oopy is probably unique for 1 have been quite unable to trace another, 
and it is not mentioned by any bibliographer. It is quite perfect 
except for a letter being defective in the inner corner of one leaf. 

Pieter Kaetz whose device of three red roses on a shield hanging 
from a tree, with lion supporters, and his name printed in red on a 
ribbon below, is on the title, was an Antwerp and London book* 
seller. He is mentioned by Mr. Gordon Duff in his Early Printed 
Books as having business relations with John Siberch, the first Cam¬ 
bridge printer. The book was probably printed by Christoffel van 
Remnnde (Christophorus Ruremundensis) of Antwerp, who had brought 
out for Kaetz in the same year another Sarum Book of Hours, in 
16ino., known only from a portion of the last leaf (Hoskins’ Hand- 
List, no. 66) and a Psalter of Sarum and York use (Herbert’s Ames, 
p. 1634) ; and in the following year a Sarum Processional ( ibid .). 

There is a considerable number of English prayers, and most of 
th<* rubrics are in English. Among signatures written in various parts 
of the book are those of Elizabeth Dacre (contemporary) and William 
Dacre. 

The contents are: Almanack and Calendar; The Pater Noster, 

Ave Maria, Creed, and the Ten Commandments, all in English ; Lessons 
from the four Gospels, the Passion from St. John, Morning Prayers, 
various occasional prayers at the Sacrament, for friends, for relatives, 
etc.; the Honrs of the Virgin with commemorations of Saints; the 
Hours of the Cross ; Suffrages of the Virgin, including “ A deuout 
prayer of the .vij. spnalle yomes (tic) of owro blessed lady sowet vnto 
ssynt thomas of cantorbery,” another “ the wyche saynt edmunde

All the feasts of the Virgin 
(except the Conception) are written in gold, the only other feast 
sharing this distinction being the Nativity—which shows' markedly 
that it was written for a church dedicated to Notre Dame. The other 
principal feasts are in blue, among them being Amancius, Bishop of 
Rodez (Nov. 4). Other local saints are: May 22, Quiterie; June 1, 

Clarus, B. of Lectoure; June 30. Martial, B. of LimogeB; Sep. 10, 

Salvus, B. of Albi; Oct. 11, Firmin, B. of Uzes; Oct. 13, Gerald conf., 
and Nov. 13, Dalmatius, B. of Rodez. The Litany is of the ordinary 
Roman type, except that S. Philibert has been entered by a 17th 
oent. hand. 

The first page contains a miniature of an unusual type, and 
(instead of being the wonted representation of the Annunciation) 
represents a bishop standing in front of an altar, and holding in his 
hand a large object in the form of a column, which the congregation 
are adoring. It is probably the veneration of the Paschal taper. At 
the foot of the page is a coat of arms, which appears to be, de gules au 
lion d'or; a. la cotice d’azur , hr. sur le tout, borne by the family Mnriane, 

Morienne, or Maurianne de la Val. It may also belong to an illegiti¬ 
mate branch of the Comtes (and Vicomtes) de Rodez, who bore de gules 
au lion d’or , and de gules au leopard lionne d’or respectively. Lauds, 

Prime, Tierce, Sext, Vespers and Compline have each historiated 
initials. The letter at the commencement of Sext represents the 
education of the Virgin; at None, the Virgin seated on a carved beuoh 
with an embroidery frame in her arms, at which she works; at Vespers, 
the Dedication of the Virgin; at Compline, the marriage of Mary and 
Joseph, the latter bearing a stalk of lilies. 

At the end of Compline is the following rubric, Lo sapde davan la 
primiema domiuica dels aves entro ala vigilia de nodal se mud a lo orde 
de nostra dona edisem lo en la forma que se enser. Ecomensam a vepras , 
i.e.: ‘The Sunday before the first Sanday of Advent up to the vigil of 
Xmas the Order of our Lady is changed and it is said it the form that 
follows. It commences at Vespers.’ Then follows alternative services 
for each of the Hours, with further minor alterations for other times 
of the year. The section is headed by a large miniature of the 
Annunciation.

Mary is seated in an open shed roofed with red tiles, in front of 
Joseph who has his back turned to her, with two donkeys adoring the 
infant Christ who is being placed on Mary’s lap by an angel. This 
doubtless refers to the story still told to children as to their manner of 
coming into the world. 

The Honrs of the Cross, with miniature of the Crucifixion, the 
Passion of onr Lord, and the Honrs of the Holy Spirit, with miniatnre, 
follow. Then come the Invitatory to, and, the office of the Dead with 
two miniatures, the Penitential Psalms with a miniatnre of the 
Resurrection with the dead rising from their graves, and the Litanies 
of the Saints which ends with verse 4 of Deutt in adjutorium meum. 

The miniatures and ornament throughout the volume are of a very 
distinctive character. The miniatures have, so far as regards exe¬ 
cution, much in common with the Valois sohool, with chequered back¬ 
grounds in vogue in the latter half of the 14th cent, in France, but the 
selection of the subjects and their treatment differ considerably. The 
borders consist generally of two brackets, from the top and base of 
whioh branches of ivy leaf and scroll ornament are thrown ont.

It is difficult to decide under what circumstances these leaves were 
inserted into the volumes. They are somewhat later than the body of 
the MS. itself, which is a good example of the manuscripts which were 
kept ready for sale by the stationers at the end of the 15th century. 

It is probable that the volume was purchased for a sudden emergency 
and to render it more in harmony with the rank of its destined royal 
possessor the additional leaves by one of the greatest miniaturists of 
the time were added. 

The binding was executed in the early part of the 17th century, 
and the arms and monogram are of the same date as the binding. It 
must therefore have belonged to a member of the Vasse family 
bearing the same initials as, but living several generations before, 

Anne Marquise de Vasse, whose famous collection was sold in the 18th 
century.

The printed vollum volume known under the title of The Prayer 
Book of the Emperor Maximilian I., is preserved partly in the Royal 
State Library in Munich and partly in the Municipal Library at 
Besan^on. The fragment at Munich is adorned with borders drawn 
by Albrecht Diirer and Lucas Cranach, while the designs in the 
portion at Bcsanfon were executed by Albrecht Altdorfer (?), Hans 
B&ldung, Jorg Breu, Hans Burgkraair, and Hans Diirer. Unfortunately 
one or two of the sheets of the Besan^on portion have been lost, but it 
has been possible to complete the text from the non-illustrated copies 
in the British Museum and other collections. 

Attention has already been drawn to the artistic value of the 
Munich portion by Joachim von Sandrart, and the borders designed 
and drawn by Diirer became generally known by the lithographs 
published in 1808 with the title Albrecht Diirer's Christlich-Mytholo - 
gische Handzeichnungen. They have since then been repeatedly brought 
before the public, with and without the enframed text. The best of 
these reproductions, carried out by Georg Hirth in 1883, includes the 
designs by Cranach, which were first made known in 1818, but without 
the text. But in all cases these editions leave much to be desired in 
their completeness as well as in fidelity to the original. 

The fragment preserved at Besantjon was first brought to light in 
1879, and its connection with the Munich volume was recognised by 
Adolf Bayersdorfer. But, with the exception of a few very meagre 
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reprodactions published by Chmelarz in 1885, this portion has never 
become generally known. 

In order to make this unique Book of Prayers universally and 
worthily known, the editor has devoted the work of ten years and a 
considerable snm of money, and has endeavoured to attain a faithful 
facsimile which shall not only contain all tbe drawings, even to the 
smallest pencil stroke, of both portions, but also many unornamentod 
pages, taken from the copy at Vienna. After trial of many methods, 
photogravure proved the most oapable of reproducing most clearly the 
faded drawings of the original. Everything, even to the smallest 
detail, is here reproduced in colours, and even the paper presents the 
appearance, both in colour and transparency, of the vellnm on which 
the original was printed and drawn. 

Only 10 copies altogether of the original edition of the book are 
said to have been printed, bat only one of course was illustrated by 
DQrer and the other artists.

Extremely rare; it is the first edition of King Henry VIII’s 
authorized Primer in English and Latin. The Appleton copy, which 
lacked two leaves, realized 610 dollars in 1903. The first of the above 
oopies is however quite complete, and as snch a rarity of the highest 
order. The other is a copy of much historical interest, os it originally 
belonged to Thomas Thirlby. the first and only Bishop of Westminster 
under Henry VIII, afterwards translated to the see of Norwich in the 
reign of Edward VI, and to Ely by Qaeen Mary. On the accession of 
Elizabeth he refused to take the oath of supremacy and was deposed. 

In 1560 he was committed to the Tower, because of his refasal to 
discontinue preaching against the Reformation. He died in 1570. 

In the calendar of this Primer he has noted the date of his deposition, 
and that of his committal to the Tower, as well as other incidents of 
less interest, such as that St. Paul’s spire was struck by lightning on 
June 4, 1561. A letter written in reference to the book by the late 
Bishop Stnbbs of Oxford is enclosed. 

The calendar is much cut down from Sarum use; the chief 
difference in the Hours between Queen Mary’s Primer and this lieB in 
the contraction of the service and the rejection of the Suffrages of 
Saints. The Litany leaves out all Saints’ names, and the supplication 
for the Dominus Apostolicus is changed into a set of supplications for 
Henry the eighth (in three prayers), Queen Catherine and Prince 
Edward, the Bishops, the Lords of Council, the nobility and the 
magistrates. The preceding prayers against hurt include one “ From 
all sedition and privy conspiracy, from the tyranny of the Bishop of 
Rome and all his detestable enormities, from all false doctrine, and 
heresy, etc. Good Lorde deliver us.” The Office for the Dead still 
contains the request for the purgation of souls.

Several editions were published in 1549 and of these that pub¬ 
lished by Whitchurch, March 7, was undoubtedly the first. The 
view that the May edition was the first is untenable, the assumption 
being based on the fact that the ecclesiastical year began on March 25, 
and that therefore the real year of publication of the edition dated 
March 7, 1549, was 1550. But it is well known that printers were in 
the habit of dating their publications both by the ecclesiastical and 
by the civil year (commencing Jan. 1), no fixed role being followed; 
and as we have indisputable evidence that the new Prayer Book was 
in use in two London churches on Easter Day 1549 (April 21), it is 
certain that the edition dated March 7 was the first, since the May 
edition was not published until some time after Easter. This view 
was upheld by the late Mr. Pickering—he followed the edition of 
March 7 in his series of reprints of early editions of the Book of 
Common Prayer—who also, as a practical printer, remarked that be 
considered, from an examination of the press-work of the book, that it 
bore marks of having been hastily got up, probably by two printers, 
to meet an emergency.

An inscription on the first leaf, written several centuries ago, tells 
us that once the book belonged to the Monastery of St. Vitus at Glad- 
bach in the Rhineland.

The 
first and the last two leaves of the volume were already missing by the 
fifteenth century, as they were replaced during that century by a very 
accomplished scribe. The volume has been carefully collated, and 
appears to be quite perfect except for the end of Homily 22 and the 
beginning of Homily 23.

A grand book of the eleventh century, which was formerly in 
Libri's hands and considered by him to be the work of Irish monks in 
the tenth centary. His conjecture was based probably on the inter¬ 
laced patterns ot‘ the large initials, and perhaps also on the frequency 
with whioh the word et is written in the form of the numeral 7 ; but it 
cannot be sustained. The MS. appears to be North Italian work of the 
second half of the eleventh century, and was not improbably written at 
Bobbio. There are six verses at the end of the Origen (somewhat later 
than the book itself) which indicate that a certain Leo Judex presented 
the volume to a house of monks soon after 1100. They begin thus— 
Virtutumque frutex, nimium sapiens Leo iudex | Hunc nobis librum 
donavit maxime mirum | . . Red is the dominant colour of the 
initials, but the use of yellow is also a strong characteristic. The two 
pictures of St. Paul represent him as red-baired and red-bearded. In 
the second instance he is seen looking out from inside the ring formed 
by the letter Q. The tail of the Q is a salmon-shaped 6sh coloured 
red, blue and yellow. 

There is little definite distinction between the words of the text; 
one perceives it rather than sees it. There is no » diphthong preserved 
by the scribe. The writing is very regular and clear. There are no 
quire-Bignaturee. 

The two works in the above volume were formerly followed by 
another of which the title appears in the second column of the last 
page. This intitulation is in twelve lines of large capitals, and runs

The writing in the first volume is sloped and thin; in the other 
volume it is by a different hand, and is freer and more upright. They 
are both however of Western Germanic character. There is a 
distinction of the words of the text by means of slight spacing. One 
of the fly-leaves of the first volume is part of a vellum MS. of tbe 
ninth century, containing a poem on the Acts of the Apostles. Here 
is the beginning of a section, numbered 39 :

On the blank reverse of the first loaf of text, several notes are 
written. Amongst them, in a contemporary hand, are the “ Vigilate 
omnes” and the “ Tria Miracula.” with their music in nenms. There 
is also a poem on Job in 34 lines, beginning “ Hus fuit in terra vir 
nomine lob venerandus.” On the end fly-leaf of the first volume is 
some music in nenms. 

The fly-leaves of the last volume are portion of a long letter or 
homily addressed apparently to some one of the Anician family of 
Rome. 

The quire-numbers are written on the last page of each quire. In 
the first volume two leaves are missing, and three in tbe second.

The. handwriting is of remarkable beauty and regularity. It is 
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the finest kind that was nsed in the Reading books, and is recognisable 
by any one who has seen the better volumes of that library. 

On the first page of Book VIII is a memorandum that the book 
belonged to Clement Burdett and that it cost him 30« 4 d. It seems 
to be slightly an tenor to the signature on a leaf in Book X 
of * Francis Englefyld Knight ’. Sir Francis, who was knighted in 
1547, bought from the King in 1546 the manor of Tylehnrst, which 
was a portion of the old Reading Abbey estates. He was appointed 
Sheriff of the Counties of Berks and Oxford, but after a troublous 
career he was attainted of high treason and his estates confiscated in 
1592. He died at Valladolid a short time afterwards. 

It was about this time that the volume passed into the hands of 
Rog. Reynoldes, who paid 10s 3d for it, and who has written his name 
on the first leaf. 

In the middle of the eighteenth century it seems to have been in 
the possession of James Bowen, who bound this and other similar 
volumes from Reading Abbey uniformly in half calf. Thence it passed 
into the Phillipps collection.

In regularity and beauty of form, it would be difficult to match 
the writing of this volume.

The book is, 
however, large, sound and fine in condition, and a valid testimony to 
the fact that in calligraphy, England stood before the rest of the world 
in the twelfth century. 

The Greek characters used throughout the volume are very curious; 
they are always accompanied by a transcription into Roman letters.

The book was printed by desire of the Abbess for the Sisters of 
Sion, a religions community whioh existed at Isleworth from 1415 
until the dissolution of the monasteries. It consists of a * rationale ’ 
of divine service in general, with a translation of the hours and 
masses of our Lady, as they were need at Sion. The author was 
probably Dr. Thomas Gascoigne of Merton College, Oxford, who was 
Vice-Chancellor 1434-39 and 1442-45. 

The woodcut of S. Bridget on the title had already appeared in 
an apparently unrecorded Sarum Horae, printed by Wynkyn de 
Worde, 2 Aug. 1526. 

This copy, which I have been able to complete by the addition of 
the last six leaves, belonged successively to James West, William 
Herbert, Joseph Leycester, and Lord Amherst of Hackney. Herbert 
observes in a note (Typ. Ant., I, p. 469) that it *appears to have been 
the same that was bought by one Maurice King, a zealous protestant, 
at the sale of Mr. R Smith’s books, at the Auction room, in Bar¬ 
tholomew Close, 10 June, 1682 [apparently lot 302], It was after¬ 
ward in the Harleian library.’ The margins of this copy have been 
annotated in MS. by one who was certainly a zealous Protestant.

It is in the form of a ‘mandment’ in Latin, issued by John 
Longland, Bishop of Lincoln, eojoyning the clergy of his diocese to 
read to their people the proclamation in English here printed in black 
letter, in which the jurisdiction of the Pope is declared to be of no 
effect, and the king is asserted to be supreme head of the Church in 
England. They are also commanded to see that the word pope 
wherever occurring in books is deleted.

It is easy to account for the extraordinary rarity of these two 
books when we remember that the persecution of Servetus arose in 
oonsequence of the opinions first expressed in them and afterwards 
confirmed ip-later works : and that they were liable to be committed 
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to the flames in every Christian oonntry, the Roman Catholics, the 
Lutherans, and the Calvinists all demanding the destruction of this 
man as a common enemy. He had dared to discuss the metaphysical 
subtleties of the doctrine of the Trinity, and he was afterwards 
denounced by Calvin, brought. to trial, and publicly burnt at Geneva, 

Oct. 27th, 1553. He is considered the great martyr of Sooinianism.
